Finding Easiest Mar- 
ket Among Buyers 


Special from A. D. N. Detroit Bureau 

DETROIT, Sept. 14.—A sur- 
vey among used car dealers! 
in this district shows that: 
sales are running 15 per cent. 
to 20 per cent. above last year | 
at this time. Stocks are con- 
siderably larger, due to in- 
creased sales of new cars, 
with naturally increased num-| 
ber of “trade-ins.” 

Prices on the whole are con- 
Sidcrably lower. This condition 
results from sweeping reductions 
of prices on new cars, made dur- 
ing the year, and in many in- 
stances to changes in models, 
which reduce automatically the 
used car value of the former 
models.

This is based on 108 
used car dealers, each with an av- 
erage stock of 30 cars and an aver- 
age car value of $600. 

The, $600 figure represents the 
average price of used cars sold. 
Dealers generally are operating on 
an overhead basis of $50 to $125 
per car, with an additiona®cost for 
reconditioning if repairs are needed. 

Sport touring and roadsters,

Standard tour- 
ing models are far less popular 
just now than they were a year 
ago, though there is usually a 
fair demand for this model in 
the spring and summer months.

GAS TAX WILL 
YIELD MILLIONS 


American Motorists Ex- 
pected to Part With 
$139,906,242 in ’25 


~ NEw York, Sept. 14.—It is 


‘estimated that American mo- 





torists will pay into the state 
treasuries during 1925 a total 
of $139,906,242, based on a 
total registration of 13,985,- 
071 cars and trucks in the 44 
states and the District of Co- 


lumbia, which are now levy- 
ing gasoline sales taxes rang- 
ing from 1 to 5 cents a gallon. 
The figure is based on an esti- 
mated average annual consumption 
of 450 gallons of gasoline by each 
vehicle. . The total estimated tax 
is almost double the 1924 total of 
$79,734,490 collected by the 35 
states then having gasoline taxes. 
The large increase in registration 
of cars and the higher tax rates be- 
coming effective this year also help 
to account for the heavy increase. 
At the close of 1924 the rates in 
the 35 states levying gasoline taxes 
ranged from 1 to 4 cents a gallon, 
while this year the rates in 44 states 
range from 1 to 5 cents a gallon, 
with only four states collecting the 
minimum rate of 1 cent a gallon. 
The average gascline tax rate this 
year is 2.44 cents a gallon, against 
average of 1.81 cents a gallon in 
1924. The average gasoline tax 
equals about 15 per cent. of the 
average tank wagon price of 16.34 
cents a gallon, exclusive of tax,-in 
thirty representajfive cities, pre- 
vailing as a result of recent reduc- 
tions. The average tax of 1.81 
cents a gallon in 1924 was equal 
to 14 per cent. of the average tank 
wagon price of 12.73 cents a gal- 
lon, the low point of last year. 
The aggregate gasoline tax re- 
ceipts by years since 1919, showing 
rapid increase in number of states 
levying the tax, with 1925 esti- 
mated, follow:—

QUALIT 
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Getting Together 
HE usual early fall flurry of price reductions has about 
run its course and discloses a number of interesting facts. 
The greatest reductions have been made on closed models, 
principally the lower-priced closed bodies. What we may 
be permitted to call the “coach class” of closed models is 
drawing nearer and nearer to open car price levels. 

This tendency has been in evidence for several years 
with increasing momentum. If memory serves, Hudson 
and Essex started the movement, and Essex was the first 
to bring its coach down to touring car price. 1 f there 
has been any doubt, after scanning the growing per- 
centage of total output absorbed in closed models, it ts 
by this time patent to all that in the near future the 
cheapest closed models are going to reach the price levels 
of open cars. It would not be surprising to have the 
1926 figures disclose the pleasing fact that closed models 
have passed the traditional open ones in volume of 
production. 





AMING automobile bodies has always been a rather 
feckless business. Most of the body names used by 
the automotive industry came from carriage practice and 
had no actual and definite meaning for the type they were 
supposed to describe. Coupe, cabriolet, landau, landaulette, 
*phaeton, are instances in point. And now we have “coach” 
in ever increasing numbers. There is no objection to the 
names, but it would be admirable if there were more uni- 
formity in the use of the nomenclature. Many manufac- 
turers instead of calling their lowest priced closed model a 
“eoach” denominate it as a brougham, while others use the 
latter term to describe a rather “doggy” body modeled after 
the European type of closed car with a leather back to the 
superstructure. ; C 
ation. Perhaps the Society of Automotive Engineers may 
feel moved to make another try that may meet the general 
acceptance. 





Rumblings from Detroit carry a rumor to the effect 
that certain of the largest and most important manufactur- 
ing units in the industry are experimenting with a speed 
changing device which is destined to supplant the traditional 
mechanical gearset. Whether this rumor proves to have a 
basis in fact or not, it is true that for a year or more there 
has been a “hunch” in engineering circles that the mechanical 
gearset is about due for a long rest. 

“Is an entirely fair and just administration of pub- 
lic affairs possible?

C., states that he em- 
ploys a live-wire mechanic who can 
talk diplomatically as a_ service 
salesman. “The right man will be 
the goose that lays your golden 
egg,” he says. “Provide him with 
a list of all your owners. This can 
be obtained from the car registra- 
tion lists obtainable in any city and 
from your files and service records. 

“This salesman should follow up 
every complete overhaul job to 
make any final adjustments neces- 
sary, and golicit the owner’s good 
will, recommendation and prospects 
in the names of his friends who 
would probably be interested to 
have the same good things done 
for their cars. He should have a 
‘service approach,’ inquiring of the 
car’s welfare. 

“If the service card record is 
maintained as it should be, your 
‘golden egg’ salesman will know 
what day Mr. Smith had the last 
job done, the model of his car and 
how old it is; which information 
will certainly impress Mr. Smith 
that you are on the job. It will 
win his confidence to the extent of 
his patronage.”’ 

Burwell’s service salesman turns 
in a daily call sheet with the name 
and address and telephone number 
of persons he has called on, and 
those who promised to bring the 
ear down are noted. The garage 
foreman calls them up and reminds 
them that they are to bring their 
car in at a certain time, offer- 
ing to send for it, or informing him 
that the shop is now ready to take 
eare of it by reason of the ser- 
vice salesman’s appointment.
